I have  the  honour  to  present  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959, 

At  December  31st  I had  completed 
only  four  months  of  office  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  District,  having  taken  up  my  appointQient  on  1st 
September  1959 » 

Statistics , The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year 
population  of  the  Rural  District  as  22,050  persons,  that 
is  160  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

zTy  The  total  number  of  live  births  was  3^5'5S 

(3^  in  1958)  and  the  corrected  birth  rate  is  17*47  as 
compared  with  a birth  rate  of  l6.5  for  England  and  Wales, 

There  were  152  male  deaths  and  157  female 
deaths,  a total  of  309  deaths  from  all  causes  as  compared 
with  289  for  1958.  The  corrected  death  rate  was  11.48 
as  compared  with  a rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11.6, 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  "under  1 year  was  2, 
Accidents  accounted  for  9 deaths  - 3 males  and  6 females. 

Infectious  Diseases,  In  1959  Measles  accounted  for  the 
largest  number  of  notifications. 

Diphtheria . There  was  no  case  of  diphtheria.  It  is 
exactly  100  years  ago  in  1859  that  separate  identification 
of  diphtheria  as  a cause  of  death  was  started.  At  that 
time.  Diphtheria  was  a killer  and  as  recently  as  1936  the 
number  of  deaths  from  Diphtheria  was  3081  for  the  year. 

The  picture  has  markedly  changed  due  to  the  successful 
immunication  campaign  which  was  started  in  1940,  but  with 
its  success  people’s  interest  has  v;aned;  they  think  that 
all  is  v/ell  now  and  they  v/ill  not  get  Diphtheria  and  so 
remain  unimmunised.  However,  this  is  not  the  case. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  has  shown  a rise  recently 
and  unless  the  percentage  of  the  population  immunised

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reaches  a sufficiently  high  level,  the  threat  of 
Diphtheria  recurring  in  the  community,  is  a real  one. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal , My  predecessor  has  in 
previous  reports  made  special  mention  of  this  - ’‘our 
greatest  environmental  prohlem*',  and  though  I had  been 
in  the  district  only  U months  at  the  end  of  1959  and 
therefore  had  not  had  time  to  get  a picture  of  conditions! 
throughout  the  district,  the  problem  of  sewage  disposal 
had  early  come  to  my  notice.  This  is  hardly  surprising 
when  it  is  appreciated  that  there  are  more  than  3>600 
cesspools  in  the  district  with  all  the  inevitable 
associated  problems. 

Proposals  for  main  drainage  have  been  under 
consideration  for  some  years  and  it  is  satisfactory  to 
see  the  progress  made  with  the  schemes  in  hand,  and  the 
action  taken  in  connection  with  further  proposals, 

A great  deal  has  yet  to  be  done  however,  and  the  problems 
will  become  increasingly  numerous  and  difficult  until 
main  drainage  is  a reality, 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  support,  to  the 
officers  of  other  Departments  for  their  cooperation, 
and  to  the  staff  in  my  own  Department  especially . to 
Mr.  Brace,

The  respective  water  authorities  are  responsible 
for  the  regular  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical 
analysis  o"  the  water,  but  samples  are  also  taken  at  inter- 
vals by  the  Department  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  The  results  of  these 
examinations  have  all  been  satisfactory.

SEWERAGE  i\ND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  programme  of  main  drainage  schemes  for  the  larger 
parishes,  has  progressed  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 
and  other  proposals  to  cover  a large  part  of  the  remainder 
of  the  Rural  District  are  under  consideration. 

Below  are  details  of  the  works  of  construction 
completed  and  in  hand  during  1959  given  to  me  by  Mr.  Brace 
in  his  capacity  as  Surveyor  - 

Steyning,  Bramber  and  Unper  Seeding , 

Vi/orks  of  re-drainage  . and  connection  of  existing 
properties  to  the  sewers  were  continued  in  the  above 
parishes  this  year.  Seventy  six  additional  properties 
have  been  connected  and  there  are  very  few  properties 
which  now  remain  unconnected, 

Henf ield. 

Work  on  the  main  drainage  scheme  at  Henfield  is  well 
under  way  and  the  work  is  progressing  satisfactorily. 

The  nev/  sewage  v/orks  and  piimping  sta^tions  should  be 
completed  at  the  end  of  May  i960  and  the  plant  should  then 
be  available  to  receive  drainage  in  early  June  i960  - 
together  with  an  amount  of  ce’s^spool  sewage  collected 
from  the  surrounding  areas. 


fii#' w,:-^4: 
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Pulbo rough. 

The  provision  of  the  main  drainage  scheme  for 
Pulhorough  is  progressing  satisfactorily.  The 
new  disposal  works  and  main  pumping  station  at 
Wyckford  Bridge  came  into  operation  for  the  treat- 
ment of  sewage  from  the  Mare  Hill  area  on  4th  June 
1959  and  the  treatment  of  cesspool  contents  has  been 
dealt  with  since  then;  the  remainder  of  the  scheme 
is  nov/  nearing  completion. 


Storrington, 

In  view  of  the  main  drainage  system  of  Storrington 
having  been  severely  overtaxed  in  recent  years,  the 
Council  decided  to  pursue  a scheme  for  the  enlarge- 
ment and  modernisation  of  the  existing  disposal  works 
and  the  reception  of  part  of  the  western  area  of 
Storrington,  known  as  Cootham,  and  parts  of  Sullington 
and  Thakeham  into  the  system.  The  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  has  approved  the  sclieme 
and  work  on  its  implementation  should  commence  in  I960, 

Cesspools,  etc. 


Pending  the,  new  drainage  schemes  however,  the  form 
of  drainage  for  a large  number  of  premises  is  by  means  of 
cesspools  and  pail  closets.  There  are  more  than  3?600 
cesspools  in  the  Rural  District  which  req.uire  emptying.

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937 

District  Councils  have  certain  responsibilities  in 
connection  with  general  health  and  welfare  provisions  in 
factories.  These  differ  according  to  whether  the  factory 
is  a power  factory  or  a non-power  factory,  i.e.,  whether 
mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are

for  the  requirements  relating  to  provision  and  maintenance 
of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting.
